In answer llieivfore to the ar- 
gument of Uev. Mctjui vey i most 
respectfully submit that be can 
not Ind in eat^h of those booka a 
statement of its author, evan aa 
plain as ordinary writers com- 
monly express tbemselvi s, that in 
tlie writing of this book tlieuuthor 
of it was so miraculously con- 
trolled tbat be could nut, or at 
least did not, naka a single error 
in the statements contained in it. 

If Kev. Mc( iarvey deems my 
conimeiit worthy of nuiuc, I 
Would be };lad that he would, with- 
out note or coiuniont, quota the 
alleged vlaiuu of iusliiratiou. 

On the other hanu, liuke plain- 
ly oilers as tlic reason why men
